Party which shall have no unnatural alliances 
with Slaveholders, and bo clogged by no dead 
weights of a selGsh, stagnant Conservatism i 
but shall be truly Damocrutic, loving Liberty 
and haling''Slavery and.Oppression, striving 
afkor the rights! the happineis ond the eleva- 
tion of all men, nnd ready, in its onward pro- 
jjres* toward those great objects, to take its 
position boldly upon all new questions, and to 
meet and grapple with every obstacle that 
may arise. 


Such a Party docs not now exist, but the 


elements for its formation exist in great abun- 
dance. ' The Free Soil sentiment of the coun- 
try would enter -into its combination. That 
fiiqhng which produced the Buffalo Conven- 
tion and the Buffalo Platform is not dead. 
The effort that was then made, though a no- 
ble one, yo.t was but temporary. It was a 
great exertion, rondo by men who almost 
runbed together to avert a common danger. 
Out since the shock of'that danger has been 
felt nnd its violence has seemed to subside, 
those who united when it was impending, 
have- again separated and pone back into 
their old channels of action, or have operated 
in different portions of the North without con- 
nection or organization. 


But let a' permanent Party now bo orga- 


nized, not to prevent any pnrticulur instance 
of Slavery extension, but to prevent all in- 
stances, nnd forever,—not sectional, but with 
its sympathies reaching round the world, de- 
siriiiR human liberty everywhere, and ready 
to do what it can properly and wisely do to 
obtain U. And bentmth the standard of such 
n Party, all those men whose indignation has 
been aroused by the aggressions of the Slave 
Po'tver, and whose hearts are glowing with the 
love ofjLiberty, Justice arid Ilumanity,! will 
sooner or..l»*«»-t»» milled." 
,;Tlm Land Keform sentiment would form 
another of its component parts'. The convic- 
tion that great evil and.injustice has hereto- 
'ore been caused by the unequal distribution 
of (ho earth among the members of the human 
"amity, and that natural right1 and wise policy 
require that land limitation should be estab- 
lished,'has'taken'a strong hold of tho minds 
nnd hearts of a very large portion of the peo- 
ple of the .North. There is a no more deadly 
enemy to this policy than'Slavery. The two 
cannot exist together. Slaveholders know it, 
and therefore .their fiercest -.opposition to all 
attempts to incorporate the principle of land 
limitation in; the legislation of this country 
may be set down as a fixed fact. All then, 
who are in;favor of thai principle, must enrol 
themselves, in'/tha .ranks of the new Parly, 
which will also declare in its favor,' nml in 
which no Slaveholder, sympathizing with the 
views now held by Slaveholders, will be. 
found..

Bi't the Slaveholders looked on in frown- 


ing, ominous silence. They naw;,th*t^-who- 
ever was/w Kossutb, was agafnrt Slavery," 
and therefore ho could find no Juvor Jin tbuir 
eye*. They had no sympathy for human.lilf 
crty at home,—who then could ask [them to 
sympathize with it abroad ? ''They -were 
themselves tyrants and oppressors,—and why 
should they rebuke tho Russian Czar ? Kos- 
suth's mission was in direct antagonism with 
their own lives nnd practices, and the words 
that he uttered, glowing with the love of Lib- 
erty, fell like burning coals upon their head* 
Their influence chilled his reception at Wash- 
ington, nnd he had scarcely left there,' before 
their hatred broke forth. They denounced 
him as n beggar and a Don Quixotic, and 
exhausted their ingenuity to cover him with 
contempt and ridicule. There have been 
some honorable exceptions, but all must have 
been convinced tlmt, as a class, Slaveholders 
halo htm nnd his mission. 


Let tho new Party then, promulgating its 


"faith" in the right of.all men to Liberty, de- 
clare also.that its "works" shall be iti accord- 
ance with its faith, and that it will not rashly 
rush inlo n war, but will wisely, yet truly nnd 
firmly and generously exert the influence and 
powerof this.nation'in behalf of Liberty the 
.world over, and. the.ranks .of::tliat Party 
would soon contain all those whose hearts 
havo -throbbed, with that love for Freedom, 
both native and foreign-born citizens. 


We sny then, let the National Convc-titiori, 


,to bo called by tho Committee appointed for 
that purpose at the Cleveland Convention 
last year, establish such an organization. Let 
it be established as a permanent organization 
taking its position,' not only upon .the subject 
of Slavery, but upon all other great questions 
proper to be acted on by a political party 
It would not be sectional, but would make 
Slavery sectional as the Constitution leaves it 


The old organizations are floundering upon 


(he political sea, like time-worn and unaltered 
vessels whoso hulks must toon go down. 
Or- 


ganizations, may perish, and.must perish in 
the-progress of human events, but Principles 
are eternal. And the sumo principle which 
.•lows in the Declaration of Independence 
ind breathes in the spirit of the Constitution 
—the Democratic Principle—will be rescuer 
from the unnatural alliances and dead weights 
ihnt have hindered and perverted its de 
velopment, and will *hino forth again in this 
New Organization with its.native, undimmci 
lustre. And when this' Parly shall contro 
the political action of this country, as it must 
lo inevitably sooner or. later, then and noi 
till then we shall fulfil the high dustiny whicl 
our fathers marked but for us, and place our 
country before the world as the Protector o 
Human Rights and Human Liberty,—a posi- 
tion which shall command the love and.admi 
ration'of nil men through all time.''

cracy, HI going to church on Sunday with 
black kid gloves «nd a broad-cloth coat, is Id 
truo christiunily : ' 


" In answer to • tho eighteenth query, Mr. 


Jeflurson remarks ns follows : ' It is difficult 
to determine on tho standard by which the 
manner* of a nation mny< be tned, whether 
general or particular. It in mnra difficult for 
A nnl'wa to bring to that standard th« manners 
of hi* own nation, familiarised tobimby hab- 
it. 
Tlitiro must doubtless bo an unhappy in- 


fluence on tho manners .of our people, pro- 
duced by tho existence of Slavery among us. 
The whole commerce between master and 
aluvo is a popetual exercise of tho most unre- 
mitting duspolitim on thu one part, and tie- 
grading submission on tbe other. Our child- 
ren ecu this, and learn to imitate it ; for man 
is an imitative nnimiil; this quality is 'ho germ 
of all education to him ; from his cradle to 
hi* grave, ho is learning to do what he sees 
others do. If a parent cou!tl find no motive, 
cither in his philnnthrophy or his self-love, 
for restraining tho intemperance of passion 
towards bis slavo, it should always bo a suit!- 
cicnt one that his child is present. But gone- 
rally it is not suffleicint. The parent storms; 
tbe child looks on, catches the linunmonts of 
wrath ; puts on the same airs in the circle ol 
smaller slaves, gives looso to his 'worset piis- 
sionx, and thus nursed, educated, and daily 
oxorcisi'd in tyranny, cannot but'bo stamped 
with its odious peculiarities. The man must 
bo a itrodigy who can retain-bis manners and 
morals unduprave'U under such circumstances. 
And with what execration should the states- 
man b-j loaded, who, permitting one-half of 
thu citizens thui to trample on tho. rights of 
the other, transforms those into despots, and 
tkete into enemies, destroys the morals of the 
one part, tho amor patrite of the other ? 
For 


if a Slave con havo a country in this world.it 
must be any other in preference to that in 
which Im is1 born to live and labor for an- 
other, in which ho must lock up tbe faculties 
of his nature, contribute, as fur- as depends 
on his individual endeavors, to the evanish- 
mcntoftha human race, or entail bis own 
miserable condition on • the • endless genera- 
tions proceeding from him. ; With tho morals 
of the people their industry also is. destroy- 
ed ; for in n warm climate no man will labor 
for himself who can make another labor for 
him. This is so truo that of tbo proprietors 
of slaves a very small proportion inded, are 
ovar seen to labor. And can tho liberties of 
n nation bo thought secure, when we have 
removed their only firm basis, « conviction 
in the minds of tha. people, that these liber- 
ties are the gift of God ? tbat they are not to 
bo violated but . with .his wrath ? Indeed, I 
tremble for my country, when'I redact that 
God is just ; that His justice cannot sleep for- 
ever ; tbat considering number*, naturCt and 
natural means only, a revolution of the wheel 
of furtune, an exchange of situation is among 
notsibte events ;' that it may become probable 
by »«pernatural interference. The Almighty 
has no attribute which can take tide with ; us 
in such a contest,' 'But it is impomblo .to i.be 
tompirntp.and to pursue this subject 'through 
the various considerations of policy, of mor- 
als, of history, natural and civil. We must be 
contented to hope they will' force their -war 
into every one's mind. I Ihlnk'a change' is 
already perceptible, t si nee tb*. origin of :thb 
present revolution. Th« spirit of the natter 


Heaven, for »'total emancipation •;; and 'that 
this is disposed, in the order of. events, ' to be 
with the consent of the matter,*rather 'than 
by tbo extirpation of tboilave*.
